France and Hn-sia Presents a Propo* 
aal Tlinl In broad and Likely 
to firing a Settlement as 
to Hic Peace Terms. 


W ashington, Oct. 5.—-Prop ositions of 
a far reaching character concerning 
China are being presented in rapid suc- 
( o*'ssion to this government. 
The state 
departm ent had no sooner disposed of 
I one of these propositions yesterday by 
! delivering a response to the German 
government than it was confronted by 
an even more im portant proposition sub­ 
mitted by the French government an<k 
w ithin half an hour formally seconded 
i by the Russian government. 
The answer to Germany covered the 
' subject of punishing Chinese offenders 
and made known that the U nited States 
had instructed M inister Conger along 
I the lines suggested by Germany. 
These 
instructions look toward securing the 
uames of the persons deservingchastise- 
, ment, also w hether the punishm ent ac- 
| corded w ith the gravity of the crimes 
committed, and finally, iii what manner 
the United States aud other powers are 
to be assured that satisfactory punish­ 
m ent is inflicted. 
Aside from these 
specific purposes of the note, it is re­ 
garded as im portant as chiefly in estab­ 
lishing the most satisfactory arrange­ 
ments between the governments

W ashington and Berlin.

Rescue Fail -A Mother Planned 


to Kill Mer ( iiildren to Hare 
Them from the Chinese. 


New York, Oct. 5. —The New York 
Times has received a communication 
from the Ber. Dr. William Alexander 
Martin, the aged president of the new 
imperial university of China, reciting 
the story of the seige and fall of Pekin 
a* he saw it. 
Dr. Martin first went ta 
China as a Presbyterian naisaionary to 
Hing Po half a conin.y ago and iswjde- 
ly known as the author of many books 
dealing with China. 
His communica­ 
tion in j Wirt is as follows: 
“The rescue was the work of christen­ 
dom, aided by Japan which deserves to 
be admitted into that honored brother­ 
hood. 
The British troops were the first 
to enter, doming in by the water gate 
nuder a portion of the wall held by oar 
legation guard. 
“ The first visible sign of oar great 
danger was the burning of churches, 
missions aud 
legations 
in 
excised 
places. 
The enemy even set fire to 
Chinese shops filled with foreign goods, 
part from h atm l to foreign products, 
but chiefly in the hoj*e that the flames, 
driving bv a south w ind, m ight reach 
the foreign q u a rte r. 
A tower of the 
great front was consumed on that oc­ 
casion. 
“ On the day after oar f l i g h t t h e y set 
fire to two imperial buildings adjoining 
the British legation believing that the 
Jam es would overleap the wall aud so 
they would have done had not our peo­ 
ple repelled them by tearing down out­ 
lying struct ares aud by pouring on floods 
of water. 
How frightful to hear the 
fire alarm when it m eant a bloodthirsty 
enemy at the door. 
Ho imminent was 
our peril that even women and children 
passed buckets from hand to hand. 
“ One of the imjx>rial buildings thus 
destroyed was a grand coach stand for 
the palace. 
And this was the Houlen 
academy—the focus of learning and 
the snm mit of the whole literary sys­ 
tem —its priceless library, largely in 
manuscript*, w a s reduced to ashes or 
trodden under foot. 
N othing shows the 
bitterness of the determ ination to de­ 
stroy as like the sacrifice of such a mon­ 
ument. 
“ At short intervals every night and 
often through the day were subjected to 
a fusillade from many thousands of ri­ 
ff•», the soldiers taking no aim, hut fir­ 
ing upward in expectation of some shots 
falling on our heads. 
Needless to say 
few took effect. 
The same is true of the 
bombardment in which hundreds of 
shells barat in midair. 
Still, in sorties 
aud in conflicts at critical points our 
losses were very heavy. 
“ Not only were our pien at their post 
of danger night and day, but the wo­ 
men were equally diligent aud equally 
brave. 
They made sand bags in gr#*at 
numbers (over 10,006) using curtains of 
silk aud satin, as well as other costly 
m aterials. 
The sand bags were used to 
sir ugthen our defenses, many of them 
serving for parapets on house tops. 
“ The cheerfulness of our ladies did 
much to encourage the men. 
All knew 
that the enemy would give no quarter 
and that women falling into their hands 
would suffer a fate worse than death, j 
Young women requested their friends 
in that event to shoot them , and a moth­ 
er of six children resolved to shoot her 
children aud then to kill herself. 
Stern 
necessity admits no argum ent. 
During 
an attack one woman broke down and 
went into hysterics aint one more went 
mad. 
These were solitary instances of 
weakness.”
